If it happens, 
and the FCC goes along with it, WKLL/KEZK will 
become property of Channel One Communications and 
Adams Communications will get KSTZ, but not KSTZ’s 
sister AM station, KSGM 980 Chester IL... My group [is 
trying to find] the financing to buy KXEN AM and 
possibly KATZ-FM 100.3 Alton iL, whicti would enable 
KMJM 107.7 to buy out KATZ AM 1600.. We are 
seeking investors. 

“As for AM stereo, Motorola C-Quam is setting the 
industry standard. Chrysler now has all stereo radios in 
their new cars for 1989, and Ford and GM are making 
AM stereo/FM stereo radios available on most cars.

W. R. McIntosh sent an article on Scott Shannon 
leaving NY to go to KQLZ 100.3 Los Angeles, where 
you can hear him for $1/minute over the telephone. 
Now “pirate radio” becomes respectable, as KQLZ goes 
by that and it has an FCC license! 

Fred MicCormack reminded me that | had not printed 
anything about KKDL Detroit Lakes going to 95.1 from 
95.3 and you'll see that farther on. He gets FCC-TV 
(not FM) news from a copyrighted source, and might 
consider teaming up with me, since I no longer get the 
daily press releases.

Bill Nienajadly sent word that New Yorkers missing 
Scott Shannon may be able to hear him if a syncication 
deal Westwood One and WYNY 103.5 is working on 
pans out. Septuagenarian Hal Jackson is celebrating 50 
years on the air. He’s on WBLS 107.5 New York now, & 
a.m. to 2 p.m. Littlke WHCR *90.3 New York, “plays 
mostly jazz and is weak, My tuner doesn’t get them 
unless the mono DX is pushed,” so Bill is unable to 
confirm if WHCR has stereo. He’s disappointed that 
WPST was removed from Gerry Turro’s 103.1 translator 
in favor of WALK-FM. WALK must not move toc 
sprightly, because Bill says it’s “such a LAME station.” 
He’s just gotten a JVC TX 900 tuner ana can pick up 
the adjacents better than before, “1 cai gei Delaware, 
some Philly, some central PAs most of the time! Also 
Boston, Binghamton, Baltmore, Amherst at times, and 
more! Still get some NYC spllater.” 

George Sherman thinks either the Onkyo T9090 or 
the Magnum Dynalab would be pretty close for picking 
up adjacent channel FM_ stations, with the Onkyo 
advertised as more selective, but having the drawback of 
tuning in fixed 200 kHz increments. Audio by Van 
Alstine in Burnsville MN is a manufacturer of two 
models of tuners. Cambridge Audio, also local, is listed 
as a manufacturer of two models of tuners. He’s noticed 
most stereo stores are in buildings that don’t have 
outside antennae, and often have reception to stations 
blocked by other buildings. This makes selecting a 
receiver difficult in-store. He prefers the Winegard 
$C 650 to Channel Master’s Stereo Probe 9, thinking the 
former has a better front to back ratio. “It looks like 1 
probably have a buyer for the T9090: a WIFDA 
member in PA sent a letter asking if it’s still available, 
and a local friend offered $300. I’m treasurer of our MN 
DX Club and I believe you were a member once 1 
remember you came to one of our DXpeditions.” 

Even with an excellent NAD 4150 tuner, Gene 
Cooper, Lompoc, is having difficulty pulling in KTWV 
Los Angeles on 94.7, because of KCQR 94.5 Ellwood/ 
Santa Barbara, and KBOX 104.1 Lompoc makes reception 
of LA 105.1 difficult. He’s not using a mast-mounted 
booster, either, and does not have his antenna pointed 
at the locals, so 1 really didn’t know what to advise 
him, except to try an attenuator or a tunabie booster, 
with variable gain and loss for the troubled frequencies. 
His antenna is a Finco FM-5. “As if that weren’t 
enough, a woodpecker has fallen in love with my 
antenna. He wakes me every morning at. 6:15 with his 
rat-a-tat-tat. He apparently experiences a ‘high’ through 
his feet on the tingling metal.” 

Thomas Leu has rejoined the WIF UA, “after a lapse 
of 20 years. I checked the roster and see that Bob 
Cooper, Hank Holbrook and Bob Seybold also still 
belong. «wy inverest is mainly Fi DA aia Ti searching 
for opinions and evaluations on the Onkyo T9090II anc 
Akai ATU93 diversity tuners.” He has the Fifth edition 
FM Atlas, and I had to tell him the 11th edition, 193d, 
is out of print.

(Adolph 
VMN” 55701-0024 [that’s right, no 
street or postal address—can a Fam- 
ily Stations translator be far be- 
hind?} ; $2 should get youasampley’ 
Actualiy, Family Stations did file 
for “Adolph” MN (91.9), but with 
transmitter in Duluth at a tower 
site so low it would not serve 
Adolph-—a fact that I pointed out 
to the FCC.

NonIDs, Not Just Slogans 


“What does the heading NontDS, not Just 
Slogans Mean?”’ It refers to stations using a 
phrase or slogan often during the course of an 
hour without mention of call letters. A station 
is said to have a “strict’' noniD if it uses its call 
letters only at or near the top of the hour, as 
FCC and Mexican néies require. Canadian FM 
Stations do not have to identify, save for a 
theoretical “CRTC announcement,” that sup- 
posedly can be given only once a day or once a 
week at random times. A “nonstrict” station 
might refer to itself as “FM-101" most of the 
time, but also using its call letters occasionally 
during thecourse of a typical hour's broadcasting. 
Other terms for this are “positioning statement” 
and, as we read last week in a dispute between 
two Maine stations, a “service mark.”

FCC grants Class £3 stations ia Zone Ii, 
having up to 25600 watts at up to 100 meters, 
giving a primary signal up to 39 km, the same as 
Class 81 for Zone I. However, the FCC deferred 
raising the Class A limit from 3 to 6 kw, saying 
that more technical study of the proposal is 
needed Italso ended the proceeding to designate 
its ai gorithm as the official standard for catculat- 
ing FM and TV distance propagation predictions. 
The FCC had doubts that the proposal could be 
economically implemented on the type of 
personal computers used by applicants and 
their consultants. 

AC Christian format continues to grow, 
with WLVV 106.7 Des Plaines IL the latest 
convert. Big guns in the industry are KCMS

Since there seems to be some interest in tv happenings through the 
years, as well as OX-ing 320-235 years ago; I thought I'd invite you 
to journey with me through the "TV TIME TUNNEL"! 


No early DX this time, rather se scene-setter From my home state of 


North Dakota. I lived in @ small town (Napoleon) and when tv arrived 

in 18535 1 wes thrilled to discover that a lot of fFar-away stations 
Popped in from time to time en the low VHF channels. Now and then 

there was even activity on 7-13. I cidn't know about Es or Tropo... just 


that ell this stuff was pretty exciting to a teenager who was just 
getting started in the ham bands as WRKLP. The TV-OX bug had bitten 
and next time I'll get into some of that. 


A CAPITOL IDEA 


To the best of my knowledge mo State Capitol Building other then the 

19 story structure in Bismarck has ever housed 4 tv transmitter, antenna 
and primary studio facilities. Not one, but TWO stations used the 
‘orairie skyscraper’ et the inception of their operations. 


In 1983 KFYR-tv (chennel 5) became the First occupamt of space on the 

19th story observation deck of what at the time was the tallest building 
in the state. If memory serves carrectly they had a @-bay RCA Superturnmstile 
antennae on the roof of the building almost directly above the transmitter. 
This operation continued for ebout a year at which time the channel 

5 transmitter was moved to the KFYR Radio transmitter site 410 miles 

east of the city and about 2 miles north of Menoken. At that time 

ERP was upped Fram 10 KW {approx.) to 100 KW visual and SO KW sural; 

{% visual output was common For eurel power im thase days] and the 

tower height was just shy of 600 feet. Later the site was changed 

again and the present 1101 Foot tower is perched atop e ridge of buttes 
overlooking the Missouri River about 15 miles south of the city. 


Shortly efter KFYR-tv vacated the Capitol transmitter site KBMB-tv 
(channel 12) [new KXMB-tv] moved in. The main difference was thet 
channel 1¢@ set up the entire station...film chain, studic camera end 
cantra] console! Quarters were cramped. You could hear the blowers 

From the transmitter cooling system whenever a mike was openec. The 

set consisted oF a desk, which I am told was so badly burnec ints the 
imece orthicon camera pickup tube that it could be clearly defined 
(probably a negative image even when the desk wes removed from the 

tiny studio! KBMB-tv left the Capitol less than two years after their 
1955 sign-on, The studio wes moved before the transmitter...fFirst 

to sn abandoned warehouse south cf the business district: and later 

to a new building specifically cesigned for the staticn; and at which 
point it wae re-united with the transmitting Facilities. The transmitting 
antennae hes since been removed From that site. but the tewer is still 

in plece on North 18th. Eventually the transmitting Facilities inclucirs 
a new 1204 Foot tawer movec to the buttes mear St. Amthony.

KBME-tv (2). anc the wOAY [Fargo] owned KBMY-tyv (*7). Recent mews

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A BETTER WHF ISH PEED?

For years, TV OX enthusiasts have been trying to “re-invent" the UHF parabolic dish for 
DXing. Most of us seem to aqree that a dish works best for DXing the entire UHF TV range, 


but have also learned that commercially available dishes, due to their broadband m 


coverages, are compromises. Without doubt the most popular UHF TV parabolic dishes are 
those made by Channel Master and Antennacraft. The problem, in the eyes of diehard 
tinkerers, is that the 300-ohm feed sections of the CM and Antennacraft dishes are poor 
choices. That's too bad, because it's hard to have really effective results DXing 
low-power UHF translators and sorting through heavy co-channel interference with most 
other types of UHF antennas, many of which work well in a certain portion of the band, 
only to “roll off" in gain much too rapidly at one end of the spectrum or the other.

The Antennacraft dishes known as the P-5 (5') and P-7 (7') are currently available, and 
use the same designs as the old Finco parabolics. They employ a 300-ohm "folded dipole” 
feed section. The "Finco feed" is nothing more than a simple three-element yaqi antenna 
(Fig. 1). Essentially, these feed sections were cut for the middle of the UHF TV 
spectrum, around ch 32. The P-7 employs a screen reflector on the feed, and the P-5 
(which is a scaled-down version of the P-7) feed only has a single reflector element. TV 
DXers using these dishes were often disappointed in their poor performance at the bottom 
end of the UHF band. This is especially true of the P-5. I can recall once doing an 
informal "A-B" test between a P-5 and a cheap 4-bay UHF bowtie--the 4-bav performed 
visibly better from ch 14 to about ch 20 (though it could not match the sharp nulls 
available from the P-5). These dishes are noted for great performance on chs 50 thru 69, 
and on the now-defunct “old” transtator channels 70 thru 83 (where a few "Grandfathered" 
relays still operate!), 


Channel Master's UHF dishes use a two-bay bowtie (with screen reflector) for their 300-chm 
feed sections (Fig.2). This results in a dish that performs better on the low end of the 
UHF TV range, but perhaps not quite as well as the Antennacraft on the highest channels. 
Some have claimed that the nulls on the CM dishes are not quite as sharp as the 
Antennacrafts' on the middie and higher UHF channels, but I don't believe that there's 
really all that much difference. Channel Master's feed does maintain a hetter match (ie: 


something closer to 300 ohms than Finco's) across the entire ch 14 to 83 range. That's a 
definite plus. 


In the mid-70's, a Canadian company came along with an innovative dish feed section that 

seemed to solve many of the problems that Finco and Channel Master feeds posed--and their 
approach was logical. Delhi Antennas of Ontario designed a 300-ohm log-periodic feed : 
section that maintained a better match across the UHF TV range. Delhi simply took the : 
Finco dish design and installed their own "loop" feed (Fig. 3). After a 1973 VUD article 

by Toronto DXer Mark Lewis, several avid TV DXing WTFOAers obtained Delhi dishes and saw 

for themselves the effects of the improved design. Depending on the channel. the Delhi 

feed produced anywhere from 1 to 4 dB more gain. However, some skeptics balked, despite 
favorable comments from several satisfied users. The increase in gain may be noticeable, 

but a few of the club's technical wizards felt that the real drawback was that it's still 

a 300-ohm feed section. This means that those who use 75-ohm hardline (which IS 

preferable to even the best 300-ohm lead in most practical applications! must also use a 

balun--a 75/300 ohm matching transformer. 


If you've had any experience trying to improve a UHF TV DX system, you may have noticed 
that taking measures to decrease signal loss in the path from the antenna terminals to 
preamp to can pay off in a big way. One or two dB of Joss doesn’t seem like much--but as 
they say, it all adds up. With the unpredictable UHF loss of many baluns, it adds up very 
fast. Sometimes, two seemingly identical models of the same manufacturer's balun will 
show visible differences in loss. Discouraging. to say the least, and a problem that 
makes you want to eliminate them from the system whenever possible, 


A BETTER UHF DISH FEED? 


As commercial UHF preamps improved, the best designs tended to be found only in 75-ohm 
versions {a preamp such as Winegard's PA-4975 is a qood example of this). If you use a 
dish with a 300 ohm feed section with such a unit, that balun at the antenna terminals 
ahead of the preamp costs you a “real-world” loss of between 1 and 2 dB before the output 
of the dish even gets into the preamp--a purist's nightmare! What's needed is a true 
75-ohm feed section, and something that provides reasonably flat response across the 
entire UHF range. Such a feed would also allow you to use a 75-ohm UHF single channel 
trap to attenuate a strong local ahead of the preamp. As with preamps, you will find that 
the more effective UHF traps tend to be 75-ohm versions. 


There IS a commercially available UHF antenna that would seem to lend itself to this 
application. Pictured below {Fig. 4) is the Blonder Tongue BTY-UHF-BB UHF Broadband 
Antenna (#4875). As with most of Blonder Tongue's products, it's really "professional 
grade--intended for use éa a MATVY or smal? CATV headend. It has a male "F connector built 
into it: The BTY-UHF-BB has been on the market in its current form for at least a couple 
of years now, and is very good example of a practical application of the log periodic 
principle. The Delhi parabolic dishes proved that the log-periodic feed is a good idea for 
true broadband performance--claims of increased forward gain on the Delhi dishes were 
verified even by some of those DXers who were initial skeptics.

The log-periodic antenna principle requires that many elements be used, each resonant to a 
part of the range of frequencies covered, ItSused for designing true broadband antennas, 
and results in an antenna that will have a much "flatter" response over the range of 
frequencies in concern. This particular version of log periodic antenna is cut for 470 to 
890 MHz. B-T claims gain of 8.9 dB fas compared to a half-wave dipole. the reference 
standard) in this range. with a flatness of 2 dB. The flatness claim, if indeed true, is 
excellent--much better than the sharp roll-offs characteristic above and below the ch 32 
center of the Antennacraft feed, and the “fuzzy” response some claim to be a trait of the 


Channel Master models. In short, this antenna should make for a considerable better feed 
for a dish--in theory. 


The BTY-UHF-BB features 11 elements and is two feet long, and just over 4 inches high: and 


it weighs 2 pounds, eight ounces. It is normally intended to be mast mounted by itself or 
onto the front of 8-T's model 4874 broadband VHF antenna. 


What remains to be seen is how well a Blonder-Tongue BTY-UHF-BB can be made to work as a 
UHF dish feed section in actual practice. There are two major drawbacks. The first one 
presents a puzzle that will need to be solved carefully if the basic specifications 
(especially the 75-ohm impedance) of the antenna are to be maintained. This problem is 
mechanical in nature; mounting the BTY-UHF-BB to the feed boom of a parabolic dish will 
not be as easy as it }ooks. It's 75-ohm impedance depends upon the dimensions and spacing 
of the double boom. The elements must be clear of whatever is used to support the 
antenna--experimenters may want to use PVC pipe, or even wood, to mount it in the focal 
point of the parabolic dish. 


Oh yes--1 mentioned two major drawbacks. The other drawback? The price. Blonder-Tongue 
equipment has never been cheap--the “pricey’ nature of their entire line of product has 
caused many dealers to drop their products, despite their high quality. Would you pay 
$150 for the BTY-UHF-BB? That is roughly what Blonder-Tongue is asking. Nevertheless, 
the specifications and construction of this antenna have whetted the curiousity of sone of 
us. I know of one enthusiast who may yet try a BTY-UHF-BB as a dish feed 
section--hopefully. he'll report his results to the VUD in the near future. If the antenna 
experimenters among uS are correct, this may well be the ultimate UHF dish feed:

THE NORTHERN LIGHTS GLOW IN THE SOUTH 

For the first time since April 12, 1981 the Northern lights(Aurora Borealis)put on a 
rare display for viewing throughout the South, 3/13, and Au DX was reported. So without 
further ado let's immediately go on to get an impression about what aurora FM DXing is 
like in the South.

The aurora made it into the South, I couldn't believe it! Turned on the Kenwood #-600 
s.w. receiver around 0100 March 13 and noticed an echo on the 3.800 to 4.000 mhz ham band. 
Checked around other bands and all were almost totally silent across the shortwave band. 
The 3 WW freqs.were fluttering between 3-5 s-units. At that time I didn't know this was 
being caused by aurora. Even the CB( 27 mhz) frequencies were weak and fluttery. I knew 
this was something unusual but didn't check the FM, so could have been tnere, too. I then 
went on to sleep and woke up to check the bands at 0900 and most were still very quiet. No 
skip at all between 27 & 29 mhz! I later heard some 2 meter hams talking about the big 
solar flare that ruined their 10 meter DXing for the day, and they mentioned the aurora 
taking place also. That was the tip cff to check FM at 1407, Sure enough, turning the 
antenna north, the db's climbed as well as the rushing sound on 6&.3 and other freqs., Sig- 
nals stayed around 34db or better the whole time, took a drop to 7db at 1848, but steadily 
gained back to 30db+ at 1915 until it dropped completely at 1942, A Birmingham, AL TV 
station said the aurora being this far south was a once in a life time thing. A meteor- 
oligist here in Huntsville said it was impossible for the actual aurora to be seen this far 
south because of the curvature of the earth,and that it was reflecting from clouds in the 
upper atmosphere! (Ha, ha, sounds like what was said about the Southern aurora back in 
1981. I suspect the Southern auroras are the real thing or there could be no DX associated 
with it. DB)

The Denon tuner continues to performwell on FM(8 new ones this past month despite being 
out of town 10 days)and is a satisfactory domestic 4M DX machine(see review in 3/27 Dk News 
p. 29). My new Channel Master 3025 appears to be identical to the Stereo Probe 9 which is 
now only manufactured in Canada, The boom is several feet longer than my Finco 6 e1.(138 
in, vs 93 in.)giving a therectical increased gain of about 1.5 db(when you double the boom 
length you get about 3 db gain, other things being equal), A db or two difference is not, 
easily noticed or measured, especially on a tuner like the Denon, which has those awful 
LEDS instead of an s-meter. However, I could see slightly stronger signals on 8 locals 
and unexplained weaker signals on two locals, the others being about the same. More im- 
portant, the Stereo Probe ia a very worthwhile improvement in directivity, front to back, 
and nulling ability over the Finco 6. <A possitle explanation for the two weaker Denver 
stations on the Probe is that I'm picking up less reflected signal off the back of the 
Probe from 14,110 foot Pikes Peak @ miles away. 


Gur first aurora from this location occurred 3/11, followed by what will probably go 
down as the aurora of the decade,if not the century on 3/13, It was visible here and far 
south of here I'm told. I didn’t monitor FM, but did work 24 states of 144 mh2( from 
southern CA to central TN)including WIFDA member Pat, WA5IYX, in San Antonio. The 
“aurora curtain" appeared to be almost overhead to directly east with southern NM and sw 
TX stations the strongest; almost nothing was heard above the CO-WY or KS-NE borders! The 
sun rotates on its axis in 27 days, often bringing a repeat performance 27, 54, and 81 days.

Then the surprise new logping, which I had been waiting for 
some time to finally log. Signal strength was not bad. Hearing Daytona Beach was quite 
exciting even though I have already logged it! Winston-Salem signals were in strong during 
the middle of the month of March. Steady strong signals from the west are rare. I've 
noticed just after severe weather (like maybe the next morning) conditions are fantastic! 
Columbia WAS NWS #11, I've heard 7 on 162.40,and 2 on 162.475 and 162.550 both. Hope E-skip 
is great for everyone this summer!! 
NWS My Kingsport address is effective now!!! It will pe in effect until the last week 

in August. My address will be exactly the same as it was for this school year 
no next year in Raleigh. Same phone number, also! But for now it's the information 
listed above at the upper right-hand corner. 

Thankyou to Jus Ebeling and Bruce Elving both for sending information on KIG-64 on 
162.550 in Duluth,MN. The information goes like this: 

"KIG~64 broadcasts weather information daily, 365 days a year, at 162.55MHz with a power 
output of 1000 watts. Broadcasts originate from the Weather Service Office at Duluth 
international Airport. The antenna is located near the intersection of Arnold and West 
Tischer roads, north of Duluth. This line-of-sight transmission provides usable signals out 
to about 40 miles (65 kilometers). In the outer fringes of that radius a special antenna 
may be required for good reception. Weather information is recorded on tape at the Weather 
Service Office. These taped transmissions include the latest forecasts, weather summaries, 
temperature round-ups and severe weather information. During the boating season there is a 
strong emphasis on marine weather reports and forecasts. The material is updated routinely 
and as conditions change. During severe weather occurrences, normal messages are replaced 
by releases concerning the severe weather. Such releases consist primarily of watches, 
warnings, radar reports and statements, and are often enhanced with safety rules for the 
type of severe weather at hand. The KIG-64 transmitter is equipped with a special feature 
which allows Weather Service forecasters to activate muted receivers by transmitting a 
‘1050Hz tone over the air. That three to five second tone is used to alert the public to 
severe weather watches and warnings and would be activated for an attack warning. Receivers 
that can be tone activated are normal y left in a "stand-by"position. When they receive the 
1050Hz tone,these receivers turn"on" so that the emergency broadcast can be heard. The tone 
alert feature is tested each Wednesday at noon,unless there is a threat of severe weather 
‘in the general area. We recommend thet boat operators on nearby waters buy VHF/FM receivers 
which can pick up KIG-64, and that institutions where many people pather obtain a receiver 
which can be turned"on" by our tone alert signal. Commercial radio stations are authorized 
to rebroadcast sy paterial iransmitvea on KaiG-o4, subject to the minimal restrictions 
Stated in FCC Public Notice 70-1108 52876. Receivers for the 162.55MHz frequency can be 
found at numerous retail outlets throughout the area. Prices range from about $10 for a 
small manually operaved receiver, to $35 to $55 for a good tone alert receiver. Cormercial 
quality, rack mountable, tone alertable receivers with Many optional features can range as 
high as $500."
